cluding seven oases of suicide.

A few days after her departure a respectable- 
Jookiug woman came from Willenhall, a neighbouring township, 
ard inquired for Mr Williams, ber son, who was alleged to be the 
tenant of the house, and who had passed as the husband of the 
womau referred to. Тһе message left by the woman was de- 
livered, and old Mrs. Williams desired that her son should be told 
to write to his mother, as she wished to bear from him. Whether 
or not the woman who made the inquiries was the person she 
alleged herself to be has not yet transpired. After that time no one 
called, aud the house remained closed. An offensive smell, how- 
ever, for some days back had been noticed to proceed from the house, 
and on Friday week morning the neighbour with whom the 
message had been delivered by the woman-teuant, began to 
suspect that something was wrong. At her request a neigh- 
bour, named Mary Lees, procure! a key, and opened the 
door. The вшей then became very strovg. Lees, however, 
went up-stairs, aud saw a dead body lying in the front room 
She called out to a neighbour named 5:niiü for assistance, aud they 
both entered the room. Оп the floor lay a maitress, and upon it 
there was stretched, covered with a sheet anc coverlet, “hat was 
evidently the corpse of a man, it is needle:s to say, in а horrible 
state of decomposition. The murdered man, for such the deceased 
would seem to be, wore, as he lay in bed, only & shirt and waistooat ; 
aud there is no doubt that some hand must hav teuded him after 
he was unable to do anything for himself. "is is clear from the 
manner in which his bead was covered with the bed-clothes. 
These were fastened over the face tight enough to secure suffoca- 
tion, ıf death had not previously taken place. Тһе co!our of ihe 
hair and other circumstances convinced them that tho deceased was 
the young man Williams. 

The inquest was held the Friday afternoon. Before the inquiry 
commenced, а woman present voluntered a statement to the effect that, 
some time since, she had known the deceased by the name of Bull, 
aud she now remembered his name to be Wilham Williams. She 
was able to identify him by his trousers wüica on one occasion 
*he bad mended. is mother lived at : ortobello, a small town 
near Wolverhampton. А letter addressed to him had once been 
left at her house, and she had known him when he lived at Bir- 
mingham. He was not married. but had lived with а woman 
known by the name of Rose. This woran she had not seen for 
злого than three weeks. She had a very bad chiraoet. г. 

Mary Lees, the woman who tirst found the body, aud the first 
witness called, said: Í last saw Williams alive on Monday three 
weeks at the bottom of the court, aud he then appeared to be iu 
good health. On the evening of the same day i saw the woman 
with whom he lived go to the tap at the back of the building for 
воше water, After filling her kettle she returned to the house, and 
1 have not seen her since. 

The inquiry was then adjourned until the last day of this month. 
Dr. Gibbons, the surgeon, in the meantime, was ins ructed to make 
a careful post mortem examination of the body. 


A few days ago a young woman applied to Ann Corbett, who 
lives in Tower-street, Ducley, for the key of the next house to 
where the dead body was found, which was empty. The applicant 
said that she was the wife of Wil!ism Smith, а lamplighte:, and 
that he was іп search of a house shv obt.ined the key and left. 
Un Thursday week some persons entered upon the tenancy of the 
same house, and there, in an attic, discovered the dead body of a 
woman. The face of the corpse was dowuwards, with th» head 
resting on one side. А half-pinc bottle, labelled ** Laudanum," lay 
at her feet. Hanging to the skylight of the room was a womans 
bonnet, which bad in it the key of the house. T'he bottle was of a 
half-pint size, with the name of “ Lewis, Bliston,” stamped upon it. 
Beneath the label, which was inscrived ** Laudanum," there waa 
found to be another aud older label, also tearing the word 
*" Laudanum." Іп the deceased woman's pocket thbero was a mercer's 
bag, stamped with the name and address of Mr. Pursell, of Bilston. 
A small quantity of laudunum was found in the bottle, aud Wr. G. 
E. Horten, surgeon, of Dudley, deposed at the inquest that the 
body lay iu such а position as would lead to the inference that de- 
ceased lay down where she was found when she felt herself in а 
state of coma from ап overdose of narcotic poison. Тһе jury 
returned a verdict of “ Found dead." t has since transpired that 
the bonnet found hauging to the sxylight iu the empty house at 
Dudiey is that which was woin by the woman who three weeks 
ago left the house in Wolverhampton in which Williams died. The 
bonnet, Mrs Lewis, of Wolverhampton, says, is cleaner than it was 
when she saw it on the night in question. There is little doubt 
tha: after inqniries have been made the corpse will be found to be 
that of the woman whose name is alleged to have been Spariow, 
but who it has just transpired із a widow named Steadman, whose 
father lives in -irmingham. Нег husband died in Birmingham 
about eight years ago, leaving this woman a widow at th» early age 
of twenty-two. After the death of her husband she went to Liver- 
pool, where Williams met with her. 


MURDERS IN FRANCE. 


Тнк Court of Assizes of the Gard has been engaged during three 
sittings in trying а man named Domergue, aged forty-seven, on a 
charge of murdering, in the night of 23rd of October last, M. Blano, 
а woollen-draper, residing at Puint- Si.- Esprit. On the morning of 
the 24th, the body of the murdered man was found lying іц his 
shop, dreadfally mangled by several blows with вп axe, any one of 
which would have suffic ‘4 to cause death. As the money-drawer 
iu iie shop had been forced open and emptied, it was evident that 
robbery had been the motive of the crime. Traces of biood were 
found along the street from the shop to the house occupied by the 
prisoner, who was accordiogly arrested. During the inquiry 
which followed, a respectable tra esman of the to xn came forward 
and deposed that he h d seen the prisoner in 5lanc's shop about 
uine on the evening of the 23rd, which must have been within a 
few minutes of tho time when ile crime was perpetrated. Marks 
of blood on the prisoner's clothes and other circumstantial evidence 
couspired to prove the charge. In his defence, the prisoner pleaded 
uu «./ibi, bat failed altogether to establish it. After a short delibe- 
lution, the jary brought in a verdict of " Guilty, with extenuating 
circumstances,” and the court condemned tho prisoner to hard 
labour for lite.

In their defence, both before the 
examining magisirate and in court, the prisoners declared that they 
had not recognised Davoine, but supposed him to be a rob er, and 
that when they attempted to arrest him, after wounding him in the 
legs with small shot, he made a desperate resistance and was killed 
in the struggle This statement was favourably received by the 
jury, who at once acquitted the prisoners, and the court ordered 
their immediate release On the delivery cf the verdict there was 
a burst of applause, which was immediately suppressed. 

A brutal murder was committed a few days siuce at the farm of 
Champotran, near Vaudoy (seine-et-Maruc), on the person of 
Mae. Mirevault, the farmers wife. ‘Che murderer was a tramp, 
unknown in the neighbourhood, who had be n allowed to sleep ша 
hay loft on the premises for two nights, and had been chaitably 
supplied with food by Mme. Mirevault. Instead of showiug grati- 
tude for this kincness, he watched the departure of all the men to 
their work in the fields, and when Mme. siirevault was left alone 
he entered the house, and, after stabbing her with a knife, frac- 
tured her skull by stamping on it with the heel of his boot. He 
tben began to ransack the piace, and while so engaged was seen by 
а woman, who came to speak to the farmer's wife on business Tho 
woman, without raising an alarm, ran for M. Mirevault from a 
neighbouring field. Ор arriving be found his wife quits dead, but 
the murderer had disappeared. Ihe whole day was spent in search 
of bim, but in vain. At night. however, М. лігеғаші found him 
concealed under a heap of :oul liuen іп a corner of the bedroom. 
The fellow, who was armed with a loaded pistol, was secured and 
lodged in prison at Coulommiers. He gave the name of МШоп, and 
pretends to be а native of Vienna. 


DEFEAT OF THE REBEL “EW ZEALANDERS. 


Тнк following is the official notification made by command of his 
excellency the governor, of the successful engagement of the 
troops at Taranaki:— 


“ Colonial Secretary's Office, Auckland, June 5, 1863. 

* His excellency the governor directs it to be notified that Lieu- 
tenant General Cameron, С.В., left the town of New Plymouth at 
nine a.m., on the 3rd inst., accompanied by a military force, and 
arrived at Tataraimaka at four am. yesterday morning. the 4th 
instant. The force under his command at that point being made 
up of the head quarter companies of the 57th aud 70th Regiments, 
of a detachment of Ше боси Regiment, of three Armstrong guns, 
and the greater part of the men of Captain Mercer's battery, and of 
a small detachment of the Royal Engineers, the force being in all 
about 650 strong. The attasx commenced at 6 45 a.m., yesterday 
morning. The force crossed the Katikara river, and attacked the 
enemy's position on the left bank oi that stream, wuich it carried, 
totally roatiug the encmy, who fled in confusion. leaving twenty- 
two of his dead on one part of the field, The lieutenant-general 
states that Colonel War e, С.В , and the 57th Regiment, under his 
command, availed themselves of an opportunity adorded them by 
carrying, with the greatest gallantry, a redoubt of the enemy, 
where the principal fighting took place. he loss oa our side wag 
one private killed, and two mortally, and two severely, wounded of 
the 57th Regiment; «nd one privats severely wounded of the 70th 
Regiment. Her Маје ty's slip Eclipse, under the com'nand of 
Captain Mayne, В N., sailed from New Plymouth at four am yes- 
terday morning, and arrived off the Katisara River at the bour 
arranged wit ihe lieutevant-general, so as to co-operate most 
usefully with the military force from the commencement of the 
аласы, by shelling the enemys works.

ported that others of tne dead were subsequently discovered. The 
highest estimate of the loss on the side ot the natives, is seventy- 
five, the lowe t forty ; but the actus! uum ег of those who have 
been killed will probably never with certainty be kuown. “his 
severe lesson, however, does not api eur to have wrought any effect 
on the minds of the natives beyond that of exasperating them.

FATAL OMNIBUS ACCIDENT ON HOLBORN-HILL. 


On Monday morning, Mr. Payne held an inquiry at St. Dartholo- 
mew's Hospital, respectiog the death of Charles Fox, aged thirty- 
seven years, an omuibus conductor, who was run over aud killed 
on the previous Thursday, on rlolboru-hill. 

Mr. eard appeared on behalf of George James Lang y, the 
driver of the omnibus which ran over deceased, ard who is 
in custody; and Mr. Buchanan represented the widow of the 
dec ased. 

Villian Wray: I live at 7, Furnivals-inn. On Thursday 
last, about balf past three, 1 was standing at the corner of 
Furnival's-inn, when my attention was called to two omni- 
buses racing towards the Oity, one being slightly bef re 
the other That part of Holborn is very broad. I believe 
they were going at the rato of eight or nine miles an hour, 
which was much over ihe ususl pace of an omnibus A 
dark green omnibus was а little in advauce ‘The horses of the 
second omnibus, which was of a light green colour, w«re about 
level with the body of the first. That omnibus passed the other ou 
the near side at a rapid pace. ihe conductor havin: alighted, 
attempted to pass in front of the horses of ¿he green omnibus, in 
doing which he wes knocked down by the horses, and the hind 
wheel passed over him. ‘Lhe Ирис, green omnibus after stopping 
some time proceeded on its journey. Attention was at once giveu 
to the deceased, when it was found he was dead. The 
driver, Langley, wes apprehended on his reurn from the 
city. (The witness here pointed him out in court.) 

Dr. Jones said he resided at 1, ‘outague-place, Kentish-town, 
Но was in the omnibus of which the deceased was conductor. It 
was a dark green one. They appeared to be Ш a great hurry to 
get forward, as there was a light green omoious about forty or fifty 
yards решоа it. “he one he was in went on the Leather- jane side 
of the cab-stand. At this time the гес nd omuibus was coming up 
fast, and he heard the deceased continually urge his own driver to 
gr.ater speed, This was when the light g.een ‘bus was about 
twenty yards behind. When they came opposite Furnival's-inn 
both omnibuses were racing: A female passenger was siandiig 
by the side of the kerb, aud the dark green omnibus was drawn up 
about & foot from the public conve::ionce iu the centre of the road, 
the horses being drawn clightiy across the road. Siw the cou- 
ductor get down and yo iu Кош of bis own omnibus, telling the 
coachman to pull across, saying, " Pull them across and stop 
them,” pointing to the light green omnibus tuer advancing. 
Witness, seeiug from the speed of tne advancing bus thu 
there might be a dangerous collision took measures for making 
his escape. The conduc ог at this time continued to «xh.rt 
his driver to puli across, at the seme time walking back- 
wards in such a way that be was uvable to perceive iho 
approaching bus. At buis time а womar іп the same "из 
(the wife of the deceased) screamed violently. Witness looked 
at the couductor, aud saw the pole of the green "bus striking him 
iu the back ; he was by this whirled rouud the horse's collar aud 
fell on his head. He was then stra К by the horse's fore off l-g, 
aud by піз bind off leg. The deceased seemed to struggle to free 
himself when the whe! pas-ed over his chest by the side of the 
head from the shoulder, and down the centre of tues body. He was 
at once removed on to tue path, when there was a perceptible 
tremor in the body and blood pouring in great апатії ле from his 
mouth. The driver of the second "bus mnst have seen the deceased 
Lefore he was knocked dowu, as there was nothing else ıu the way. 
There was not space for the two owuibuses to paes without running 
over the deceased, and the light green omnibus couid not have 
passed round the other without danger of upsetting his own vehi. ie. 
he distance between ihe two omnibuses was brt veen three and 
four eet. 

Benjamin Watkins said: I am the driver to the omnibus to 
which the deceased was conductor. My om ius is painted a dark 
green.

THE 15th of August was the Napoleon Fete Day; and it was 
kept аз а complete holiday by the Parisians. Тһе theatres were 
thrown open gratuitously, and the Champs Elysees were illu- 
minated. It is lucky there was scarcely any wind, for ап import- 
ant part of the illuminations consisted of red and yellow lanterns, 
with bits of candle inside them, which were hung up at dusk on the 
trees in the Champs Elysees. They were large paper lanterns of a 
circular form, resembling big melons, and having an opening at tbe 
top. A great number of men were employed with long poles sus- 
pending them to the branches and twigs by means of wire hooks 
attached to them. The hooks were too pliant, or the 
members of the hanging committee were not more adroit 
than some other committees of that kind which we know,

for a good many of the illuminated melons came down as 
soon as they were hung up, and either ignobly went out in the 
dust or caught in some branch and caught fire themselves, ir. some 
cases setting fire to the leaves end threatening a conflagration. 
Had there been anything cf & breeze the lantern part of the busi- 
ness would have been a total failure. Ав it was there were plenty 
cf epare ones to replace the fallen, and by nine o'clock every tree 
in the Champs Elysees was loaded with the gaudy fruit.

which seems to me to be peculiarly urgent and important. Ir is 
one part of the business of this commission to keep in view the 
general interests of the Church and of religion, and to interpose for 
the purpose of seeing that these be not damaged Now it seems to 
moe that, i» connexion with tbe present movements of the Channel 
fleet, an. emergency of the very kind con'emplated has arisen ; and 
] shall take the liberty of laying before the commission, in tho first 
place. some important facts in connexion with the matter, and, in 
the second place to suggest what [ think we ought to do іп con- 
pevion with it In the first place, it is well known that this 
Сары! fleet when in this part «f the coun last year, was 
ope ed to visitors on the Sabhath-day, and that scenes of Sabbath 
de-veration ver offensive arose in consequence ‘The idea at that 
time was that this was purely inadvertent, and that All that was 
necessary was to call the atteation of tee authoritics to the subject 
for the purpose of getting tha evil arres'ed, nud accordingly that 
тесі! was secured, to the great gratifice tien of many in the west 
of Scotland. au application was ade t2 the admiral of the fleet 
wheu in the Clyde, апа the admiral so far acquies wd cordially in 
that applicati wm, and no such escenes occu red in the west аз had 
previously offen ‘ed the Christian sense of the community in the 
tast of Scotland Accordingly, when we had the prospect of a

ON tea 20 of O tober, 1792, there was born іп Glasgow, or 
close by that city, then almost as quiet as in the dass of Haillio 
Nicol Jarvie, a child iı whose veins the gentle Моо et the Hig 
land lady commingled with that of the | owlaud mechanic. No 
ray of hope or fortune illa:sinated bis humble eccle; bat by bis 
own right hand, aud by the exhibid n ot qualities which have 
raised uameless lads to fortune before now, that: i aine to till a 
place among the foremost soldiers an! highest dynivaries of the 
diy. Ata very early age he was taken from Beot and and put to 
school abroad and із қорлы, aud for many years he never re- 
visited his nativ- land ө сате b bis mothers side of a martial 
race, and in 1808, before he was sixteen years of age, one of his 
maternal relatives sent for him to come to London from a military 
school at Gosport, to enter the army. The boy's uncle was well 
known to the Duke of York, aud his r quest for а commission for 
his sister's коп was at once complied with. 

Colin Campbell, now ensign in he East Norfolk Regiment, was 
at once taken to a military outfitter s—» pigtail wag attached to the 
‘ack of bis bead, a tight-fitting, epauleted. sbort-waisted, red coat 
cover d with Jace, a pair of leather кие breeches, aud. betasseled 
Hessiau boots were also duly provided fur hin, and he was sent off 
tue same evening to Canterbury to jan ‘he 9th Kegiment ой Foot, 
whieh шау be said to have com nenccd i's military career with the 
arrival of the young officer, as its colours, then virgin, were only 
about to be decorated with the mames of tie battles іп which he 
first saw fire. He had no time to ез јоу the pleasure of his fine 
uniform, for the regiment marched the next day to e i bark for the 
Peninsula; and Lord Clyde was wont, when a war-seasoned 
vete:au, tu теса the miseries of his first march to Margate 
in his leather tights and Hessians, aud to declare ‘nat 
he endured more рап iv the unaccustomed, and it may 
be added unsuitable, attire on that occasion than he ever Knew 
iu bis long afterlife of marci-making The young soldier's 
apprenticeship to his trade was ready, rough and rude—n^ boli- 
day. no play time—for tn three weeks from the time when he had 
quitte! the sehoolboy's desk at Gosport, he saw the French infantry 
cresting the hillsides of Vimiera, and took part io the opening 
actions of the series of campaigns which, after many checks aud 
some reverses, led to the liberation of thaukless Spain from the 
yoke of Bonaparte. That the fortune of war is even more capricious 
than the biind goddess who regulates the ordinary matters of lite, 
he might, no doubt, have felt »fier our early eucoesses, when, wi'h 
unwilling steps, he was obliged to trudge with his regiment before 
the columns of Boult to orunna, where the lion turned to bay and 
rent his pursuer. Tbat she is sometimes constant in her animosities 
he mast have been assured when, scarce landed from the transport 
which carried him from the shores of Spain, he was ordered ой to 
participate in the shame, suffering, and disasters of the Walcheren 
expedition in 1809. The fever struck into his body во keenly that, 
un'il he vent to Chíua thirty years ufiecwarda, “ Walcheren,” as he 
said, “ was with me every season." From Walcheren he returned 
to Spain in 1810, where, with better fortune and guidauce, he shared 
in the battle of Rarossa in Merch, 1811, and tbe detonca of Tarifa 
іп January 5, 1512; aud in 1817 he was t-ansferred to в corps of 
the Spanish army, with which he was actively employed 
against the Freuch in a long series of harassing skirmishes 
aud operations, which are known to the Spaniards, bat not to 
us, аз important actions. — in this year he also took part in 
the uvvucces-ful movement agaiust the French at Tarragoua. 
In 1513 ho j ined the  Duko of elliogton's array 
again, and plunged into the thictest of the hard fighting which 
took place in that meworabie year. He had in his first years 
service reached the grade of liewenant; and now, at the age of 
twenty-one, he had made a name for activily, courage, and deter- 
mination, which began to be heard throug out the army. He 
passed uu-cathbed through Vittoria, the greatest of our victories 
after Waterloo, in that quarter of the century ; but in the breach of 
St. Sebastian he was not so fortunate. de led a forlorn hope 
which rushed to the aid of the neglected stormers, and he received 
two wounds in that desperate encounter. Ou th 9th of November, 
1513, he became a captain by brevet, and in that position the hero 
of Бі. Sebastian, who had now »dded to his wounds а buliet path 
through the thigh, received at the passage of the Bidassoa, re- 
mained for twelve long years 

He had now been transferred to the 60th Rifles, and when the 
brief war «as over in America, Colin Campbell was left on the 
ва ие тапа of the ladder of promotion, aud be siurdily, but not c 
teutedly, bung on it till hə was thirty-three yours of aze—a capta ц 
still---seelng younger men with less service aud ;ouger purses 
pulled up over bis head. In 1823 he served as brigade-rnajor of 
the ‘ores emploped іп reducing the blacks in :^"nerara. where һе 
revived the dormant venom of his Wa'cheren fever, From thet 
perio! the state of the werld. so far as Great Britain was c 
cerned, gave him no opportunity of active work agaiust ац enemy, 
aud for iw iy yeurs he was employed оп а duty which he ofen 
spoke of as most disgusting to 4 Soldier; лө was oblige to protect 
by military foro» the ejections und sales for the recovery of tithe, 
then so common in lrelaud. Soured and angry, in the pri ve of 
Ше and full consctousness of po · er and а пу, te bad almost re- 
sizued himse!f to the career of a major ou hilf-pay, when the oppor- 
tunity occurred, and with doubt and hes! «Поп he availed hims-lf 
of it A few hundred pounds made all the difference bet vorn his 
dying an obscure veterau, ant his rise © ibe world as the fi Id 
marshal of Great Britain whose breast biszed with orders, whose 
паше was In every ones lips in the days of trial aad danger, and 
who sat by the descendants of Marlborough aud Welliozton in 
the House of Peers. honoured by his Sovereign aud his count y. 

Wheu the іші rests of e»mmeree and civilization ma ^ t neces 
sary for Great Britain to declare war uyainst Opina in 181^, Colin 
Campoell, who had been gazetted a: lieutenant cole’ ten years 
before, went out in c ашан of the 98ih. From Сша to ludia is 
a common step, thongh it is not attended with ben: fit io the con- 
stitution. Colonel Cambell had a short repose in Hiudostan, but 
it was broken by the outbreak of the Sikh war. In virtue of his 
seniority he was apporuted to the command of the Third Division 
of the army of the Pusjaub, and hes on flamed out on the field with 
more than the old Peninsular fire. and led hia men with such skill 
that in all the great battles m which we stood foot to foot with the 
sternest foe we ever mot or are likely to meet in India, his soldiers 
appeared іп the very crisis of the fight. At Rampuggur, at 
Chillian walla, where, in directing a mos‘ пло taut and timely 
movement, he was again wounded, and at (1 iojerat, he earned the 
name of an able general їп addition to that of the thorough soldier 
which he had wou and enjoyed so long. 

Colin Campbell was now, however, on the upward path, and, 
thongh he knew ıt not, bis star was гізіп rapidly in the ascen last. 
The ship of the State drifted ino the Russian war, and from her 
desks, in 1854 marched the Glasgow boy ss tho hevu! of three

In the Octob-r of the same year 
he was appointed го the colonelcy of the 67th Regiment. Оп the 
Mh of June, 18.6 ba was vade lientenant-general, and іп that 
rauk be fairlẹ settled down, a' most sur rised at his late honours, if 
not quite satisfied wit » part he had played in the great war 
wherein they were bestowed. 
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But his great work was yot to be accomplished. Оце may count 
on his fingers the years cf peace and rest which Colin Campbell 
parsed in bis Тот lite, but his years of active service aliuos* com- 


prised the half-century iu which were cbronie'ed the great and 
little wars іп which the Brinsh standard tad been lifted from the 
beginning of the Peninsular Campaigns to the present time. When 
we were startled hy the Tudian mu'iny, it was Dot a favourite in 
high places or а dilettonte soldier who was selected to save our 
tottering empire. There was « sigh of satistaction and content 
throughout the coun'ry when we were told that Sir Colin Camp- 
hell had at m moment's notice, «nd with alacrity best described, 
perbaps, as Napierian, »tarted off to tase command of the forces 
engaged in putting down that which history will call the Great 
Mutiny. Апа bistory will tell how it was pot down, From the 
rime that Sir Colin Cam bell took the tieid and set his columns іп 
motion, rebellion, the «ifsprius of mutiny, withered and died. It 
is beyond our limits to «escribe his work. The inpatient and 
ignorant civilians aul their creatures have best described the 
nature of it iu the nickname they applied to him of * Kuberdar,” or 
“Таке Care." He did "take care" —took care so well that no 
surprise of a single detachuent, no capture of one solitary post 
stationed by hin, ever took р'асе ; took care that when once his 
army wasin motion it flowed over the land аз regularly as the tide 
covers the beach. and that there was no ebb thenceforth; took care 
that the British sway advanced with his van, and never, where he 
bad drawn the line of iis march, was described on any other tracing, 
till at last he stood on the bauks of the Raptee, aud, looking over 
the wide expanse of Hindostan, cou'd feel th: t he had made safe 
the supremacy of the Queen he served. Suffice it to say that his 
plan of operations was completely successful, and he left the rebels 
subdued and India pacified, Honours were showered upon him. 
On the 15:h of August, 1858, he was made Lord Clyde; in 1859 he 
received the thanks of both houses of parliament, with a pension of 
2,0007 ; in 1860 he was made с Лопе! of the Coldstream Guards ; 
and in 1801 he was nominated a Knight of the Star of India. But 
it was 102 late: a life of labour and anxiety had exhausted his 
абери. The death of Sir James Outram and of Lord Herbert of 
Lea grievously affect -d him, aud it was evident to those who saw 
him that his strength was waning. In the spring of the present 
year he was reized vith an alarming attack from which he never 
completely recovered. Some weeks ago he suffered a relapse, and 
after a lingering struggle, he succambed on Friday, at Chatham 

As a wilitary officer it cannot be said that Lord Clyde was а 
great strategist. ‘Lhe operations which he undertook were not 
such as to entitle him to be piaced in the same category with Napoleon 
or Wellington. But he was thoroughly efficient іп every situation 
in which he was tried. Others mig ıt be more daring and ingenious 
in devising combinations and in pisnning a campaign. But in the 
face of the enemy Lord Clyde was in his element His coolness, 
prudence, and fertility of resource seemed to be quickened by the 
presence of the enemy. That roughuess of deportment which 
characterized him on ordinary ocasions disappeared with the 
sound of the first gun; his irritable temperament was soothed, and 
he became abnormally polite — A«nids; the smoke and din of battle 
his senses acquired & supernatural acuteness—he could interpret 
the changing signs of the battle and anticipate the movements of 
the enemy with a faultless precision which was almost miraculous. 
This strong and coo! judgment exercised in the most trying cir- 
crinstances anicuuted almost to genius. 

Nor was he destitute of the power which is possessed by most 
great soldiers of inspiring confidence in the men under his com- 
mand. Like most Seotcamen, whose enthusiasm for their country 
is propo tioned to the few years spent there, he lost во opportuniry 
of advancing his feliow-countrymen, aud the: requited his atten- 
tion with no common veneration. But indeed wherever he held 
command he earred the confidence of his superior officer and the 
love of the men uuder him. * Rude was he in his speech” on ordi- 
шағу cceasions, bat vet in the crisis of a battle he could utter words 
which thrilied the hearts of those to whom they were addressed. 
“ Highlanders ™ exclaimed Sir Colin Campbell, as they came to the 
charge on the heights above the Alma,“ grant me a favour. Let 
me bave to ask the Queen's permission for you to wear а bonnet. 
Don't pull a trigger until you get within a yard f the Russians." 
The Scots obeyed the com and, and won tho bonnet. Again, 
when he an»ouaced to his men that they were bout to assault tne 
Redsa he said —* General ciapsou says wo are to take the Redan 
to-night; во be prepared Recolleet, I shall lead you myself.” 
Hut the Redan was abandoned, and the assault became unneces- 
sary. А 
Such was Colin, Lord Clyde. Не із gone; but his name will 
r.vk with the great soldiers who fought under Marlborough and 
Wellington.

on the part of either, as both wera in c ymfortable circumstances. 
One of them, Thomas, was married, aud ha: left a family.

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VIEWS AND SCENES IN 
INDIA. 


Тик death of Lord Clyde, and the 
recent capture of Nana Bahib, have 
revived tbe interest felt during the 
progress of the Sepoy revolt in In- 
dian matters. We, tberefore, thig 
week present the readers of the 
Penny lilustroted Weekly News with 
a view of the city of Lucknow, 
recaptured from the rebel Sepoys 
by the army of Lord Clyde, and of 
the subsequent capture of guns from 
the mutiueers at Cawnpore. 

The Onde seposs, undaunted by 
Bir Colin Campbell's g«llantexploits 
at Lucknow and its neighbourhood, 
broke up from Calpee and marched 
on Cawnpore, whece General Wind- 
ham was stationed with three regi- 
ments and a part of the Naval Bri- 
gade General Windbam does not 
seem to have been aware of the 
full force of the ecemy. Оп the 
26th ot November he attacked their 
advanced force, 3 000 strong, and 
defeated it а' в place called Pandoo, 
eight miles from Cawnpore. After 
this he seems to bave marched back 
part of the way, for the spot where 
he was attac-ed in turn the next 
day was about four miles from the 
enirenchments We may conclude 
that the enemy attacked iu ull force, 
140 0 s:rong, with a numerous 
cavalry and forty guns. The result 
was that General Windham's force 
was obliged to fall back rapidly on 
its entrenchments. It was out- 
flanked ; the Naval Brigade, which 
served the heavy guns, deserted 
them, and the 64th, which made 
the boldest stand, was terribly cut 
up. Two officers of this regiment 
were taken, mutilated, and savagely 
murdered. One was beaten to death, 
the other hanged on the gallows 
erected by General Neill for he mu- 
tineers. But vengeance was soon 
to fall on the perpetrators of these 
enormities. Sir Oolin Campbell, 
who is said to have beard the firiug 
at a vast distance, marched torty- 
three miles in thirty-cne hours, and 
came suddenly upon th. ешешу, 
Swept them from their position in 
front of General Wind am's en- 
trenchments, and captu «d sixteen 
guns. The next few days he de- 
voted to getting tue women end 
children saf-ly oown to Allahabad, 
and on the 7th of De euber he 
&ttacked the Gwalior men, who 
had, it appears, established them- 
selves in the native town vf Cawn- 

re. “Тһе enemy," we «re told, 
“was shelled out of the "оп, and 
then att&cked with the rile. The 
1088 of the mutineers wa: fearful, 
and the whole army, 14,000 strong, 
fled in utter confusion." ‘hey were 
ursued for fourteen mile. along the 
alpee road, and lost all their guns 
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but eight, all tbeir battery carta, 
waggonus, ammucition, stores, and 
baggage.

THE HOUSE IN WHICH THE 
CAWNPORE MASSACKE 
TOOK PLACE. 

We give in p. 156 an engraving 

of the house in which the innocent 

women and children were but :hered 
in cold blood by the wretched mis- 
creant Nana Sahib No British 
heart can think of the horrid scenes 
there enacted witbout feelings of 
sadness and righteous indignation. 
In a letter from the special corre- 
spondent of the Times, we have the 
following part culars respecting the 
site of tbe horrid butchery w: ich 
has rendered the Sepoy mutiny 
infamous for ever. “Тһе house," 
says Mr. Russell, “іп which it took 
placeis now in ruins It was pulled 
down to clear the ground for the 
guns of the tete de pont across the 

Gauges, and tbe very outline of the 

wa'ls is scarcely traceable. It was 

огідіп« Пу built for, and used as, 

а zenapa, an enclosed resideuce, 

with a court-yard in the centre, іп 

which t^e stump of a tree was still 
standing; and off this open space 
were the rooms where the massacre 
took place. The plaster of the walls 
was stil lying about in patches, but. 
I could not det ct any trace of 
blood. Bits of cloth and of women's 
dresses were still visible amid the 
rubbish ; but there were none of tbe 
more paioful tokens of the dreadful 
tragedy which had been acted where 
we stood. There is reason to believe 
tbat the writing on the plaster, the 
purport of which you know, aid not 
eX'st When Havel ck s furce eniered 
the place. 1 bave spokeu witn the 
officers who examiued the walls, 
aud every scratch iu the sides of the 
rooms, and they declare tha’ the ap- 
peal to vengenuce which ік attriba- 
ted to one of the wretched victims 
was not to heseen immediately after 
we returned tu Cawnpore, and that 
it bad bron traced on the wall by 
some person who visited the place 
sub-equently As there was no- 
thiug left of the bouse but a beap 
of br ken bricks and plase'er and 
some few stumps of brck pillars, 
we walked а few paces further to 
the well in the rear of the house, 
into which the bodies of t! eslaugh- 
tered women and children were 
thrown by the murderers. It is 
now bricked over, and there only 
remains а small circular ridge of

brick marking the wall o which was 
or ten feet across Beneath st tt our 
poor countrywomen and their little ones, and standing there we 
could well realise the strength. of that indignation which steels 
the heart of our soldiers against the enemy. Witnin a few feet of 
‘the well,’ surrounded by в small wooden paling, there stauds а 
stone cross on a flat slab, on two courses of masonry, the ipecription 
on which tells its story :—' In. memory of the women and children 
of her Majesty's 32nd Regiment, who were slaughtered near this 
spot on the 16th of July. A p. 1857. This mem rial was erected by 
twenty шөп of tlie same regiment, who were passing through Ca wn- 

re, November 21st, 1827” 

“ This inscription is engraved оп the upright part of the slab 
which is in the form of a Maltese cross, within a circle of stone. In 
the quadcacts of this circle are inscribed, іп letters in the old Eug- 
lish character, ‘I believe in the Resurrection of the Dead.’ The 
conception and execution of this memorial were mest croditable. 
Іп the ranks «f a marching regiment were found ‘twenty men’ 
who, with good feeling and exceilent taste, bave, impromptu, 
raired a memorial of the Cawnupore massacre, the sight of which 
must touch one more deeply than any elaborate and costly effort.”

“i bave just spent twenty days at Капа, where the King was 
staying for the celebration of the lesser ceremonies. On the day 
of my presentation I was conducte d across the market place, where 
twelve corpses were exposed to view on separate sites. Біх were 
hung up by the feet, the six others were upright like men about so 
walk. Those whom 1 saw close were horribly mutilated and not 
beheaded. An enormous pool of blood covered the ground beneath 
the scaffold, giving unmistakable evidence of previous sacrifices aud 
of the tortures which accompanied them. Our reception by the 
King was brilliant, very cordial for myself as well аз for the French 
consul; but we were soon able to conviuce ourselves that this was 
buta comedy always performed by this poor Paladin to get the 
presents brought by the whites. Korn and brought up in the midst 
of these spectacles, which would be ridiculous if they were not hor- 
rible, the present King is actually more fond of them than his snb- 
jects. I saw him ou that day admiring with the delight of a child, 
the grotesque dances and ridiculous pantomime of his miuisters, 
and then ot ite Princess, and then of sll present, for our amuse- 
ment. A most infernal music, which nearly deafened us. delighted 
the King, who seemed to br in a state of eostacy; and this, ¥. le 
Duc, lasted for six hours. On the following day his Majesty іп- 
vited us to witness a procession of the King's riches Оп reaching 
the square of the palace (read hu'«) an agreeable surprise had been 
prepared for us.

We weut to see the 
vehicle, aud I gave him a crossed cheque forthe money. I was very kind 
to him, and when he said be should nave to pay for bis cab license the 
next day, avd had not the money at hand, | said I would go with biin to 
the Inland Revenue Oflice aud pay it for him. We hed some refresbments 
torether at a public-house, after riding about with the pony and; cart 

leaving the vehicle outside. When I rose to leave i found thatthe pony

| until it be too late. A dog vomiting blood should also be atten- 
tively watched. Another strikiug symptom which reveals latent 
hydrophobia beyond avy possibility of a doubt is the change of the 
tone and pitch of the animal’s bark. Such а bark, once heard, is 
never forgotten, and can never bo mistaken for any other. Instead 
of barking freely three or four times in succession, as it usually 
does, the animal atters one loud bark, aud then three or four de- 
creasing howls, duriug which the jaws are not closed together; 
moreover, the sounds emitted are hoarse, damped, and lower than 
usual. Under the infloene+ of hydrophobia a dog will suffer pain 
in silence; it may be struck or prickeo, wounded in any way, or 
even scorched, without attering the siightest howl or whine; it feels 
the pain, siuce it tries to avoid it; but it certainly feels it less 
than in a state of health, because И will even bite itself unre- 
lentiogly. А dog of Count Demidoff's actually bit off its own 
tail ір a fit of hydrophobia.
